Secretary Woodin Will Take Indefinite Leave Of Absence 
PWA APPROVES 
BIG NEBRASKA 
POWER PLANT 


Full Loan and Grant Given Central Nebraska 


District in Spite of Bryan's Warning!, 
About Loup River Supply—Work Expected 
Start in Two Months. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—, 


(AP)—The public works ad- 
ministration today announced 
an allotment of $7,300,000 as 
a loan and grant to the Loup 
River Public Power district, 
at Columbus. Neb., for the. 
construction of a diversion 
dam, 
a 35-mile canal, electric 


generating stations and 225 
miles of high tension trans- 
mission lines in Platte and 
Nance counties. 


Reports yesterday were that the 
amount allowed would 
be only 
about $6,000,000, but instead an al- 
lotment was made for the full re- 
quest. Governor Bryan had said 
there was not enough water in the 
Loup river for the Columbus, North 
Loup and Middle Loup projects un- 
less some reductions were made in 
their scope. 
The allotment was among the 
largest of the non-federal projects 
so-far approved, and compares with 
the $7,500,000 Sutherland project in 
Nebraska which has also been ap- 
proved. 
Thirty per cent of the cost of 
labor and material is a grant, the 
balance a loan secured by 4 per 
rent revenue bonds, to be repaid by 
the power district within 25 years. 


A schedule filed with the public 
works administration showed the 
construction cost alone to be $5,- 
440,600, of which $4,700,000 repre- 
sents labor and material. 
A schedule of revenues and ex- 
penses reasonably expected, public 
works officials said, establish the 
project as a self-liquidating one in 
the opinion of examjners. The ap- 
plication of the power district, 
which is a public corporation, cre- 
ated under Nebraska laws, said work 
could start in two months and esti-

COLUMBUS GRANT 
PLEASES BRYAN 


Promises Speedy Action 


To Solve Water 


Problems. 


Gov. Charles W. Bryan expressed 


pleasure when informed by news- 
paper men Wednesday morning that 
the federal public works administra- 
tion had approved a $7,300,000 grant 
and loan to the Columbus power 
project. 


"The state has done everything 
possible to facilitate Nebraska pub- 
lic works projects and I'm glad to 
see them getting through the mill so 
that work will be provided for the 
unemployed." Bryan declared- 


Taking issue with those who have 
charged him with causing delay in 
granting the Columbus project ap- 
plication for funds, 
the governor 
said that he was merely fulfilling 
his obligations to the public and all 
parties concerned when he asked 
that the application be held up 
pending a survey of the water re- 
sources o* the Loup rivers. 


Governor Bryan indicated that 
granting of water rights to the vari- 
ous power and irrigation projects 
will be speeded as much as possible. 
He said a protest, lodged several* 
weeks ago acainst the 
Columbus 
project's water application, will be 
heard when and if a hearing is re- 
quested. 


He said he received a number of 
telephone calls Tuesday from Or!

WASHINGTON. NOV. 


Hugh S Johnson, took to President 
Roosevelt today a report that com- 
pliance with codes and the blue 
eagle re-employment agreement is 
not working successfully and means 
must be taken quickly to secure 
more thorough enforcement. 
This conclusion was reached by 
the NRA administrator on his ten 
day swing around the midwest, 
which he said today he considered 
highly successfull from every point 
of view. 


At virtually every city where he 


spoke, he obtained reports on con- 
ditions. The overwhelming consen- 
sus was that non-enforcement stood 
as the greatest immediate hazard 
to NRA's part of the recovery pro- 
gram. 


The administrator 
appeared to 
have a clearly defined idea of how 
the situation should be handled, 
but he did not make his intentions 
public. 


He has decided to hold a new 
hearing on the construction code, 
which has caused extensive con- 
troversy. 
Johnson went to the white -house 
for 
luncheon with the president 
with the intention of giving him a 
comprehensive report of the re- 
sults of his western trip and also 
to offer his opinion on problems 
which have developed during his 
absence, notably the 
decision of 
Comptroller General J. R. McCarl 
that Henry Ford is eligible for gov- 
ernment contracts, despite the fact 
his signa turewas not affixed to 
the automobile code. 
Johnson has taken the opposite 
position , but his legal division has 
concluded it will be necessary 
to 
have a new executive order to bar 
from government work firms which, 
'while' complying with their code, are 
not actively co-operating with the 
recovery program. 


A recommendation to this effect 
is expected to be placed before the 
chief executive soon.

Spectators leaped to 
their feet, shouted derisive epithets 
at the senator and shook their 
fists. 


One voice, heard above the clam- 
or, yelled challengingly: 
"Don't call our people cowards." 
"Well, you're one," the aroused 
senator retorted. 
"Come outside 
and say that." 
Conally's unknown heckler chal- 
lenged. 


Conally reached for the heavy 
wood mallet and pounded so furi- 
ously for order that the hammer 
broke in half, one piece flying 
across the desk and almost upset- 
ting a large water pitcher. 


At this the spectators broke into 
lusty laughter. 
Policemen rushed forward threat- 
eningly to break up the disturb- 
ance.

Civil Works Program for 


Immediate Relief 
Told to Governors. 


$400,000,000 FUND 


WILL BE ALLOTED 


Scores of State and City 


Officials Applaud 
Ickes and Hopkins. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—(AP)— 


Secretary Ickes today characterized 
the new $400,000,000 civil works fund 
as a means for holding back the 
line of unemployment this winter 
until major projects under the $3,- 
000,000,000 public works administra- 
tion can get fully under way. 
Addressing the governors of 20 
states, the mayors of 150 cities and 
more than 200 other officials, gath- 
ered as a relief convention, he told 
of plans aimed to hire 4,000,000 men 
until February 1 through allotments 
under the $400.000,000 fund. 
Harry L. Hopkins, the civil works 
administrator, previously had urged 
that relief funds be used to pay 
actual wages for work done in ad- 
dition to this sum. 


Officials, crowded in one of the 
main dining rooms of the Hotel 
Mayflower, applauded both Ickes 
and Hopkins. They will meet with 
President Roosevelt at the white 
house" during the late afternoon. 


Ban On Politics. 


"We intend to go through' with 
this regardless," Hopkins told the 
officials. "I do not anticipate that 
anyone will endeavor to inject poli- 
tics or personal gain into the plan. 
We do not intend to tolerate such." 
Hopkins set minimum wages un- 
der his fund for three subdivisions 
of the country. These provide that 
unskilled labor in the southern zone 
shall be paid not less than 40 cents, 
with a 45-cent minimum to the 
central zone and 50 cents in the 
north. 
Skilled labor which may be neces- 
sary on the projects will be paid $1 
an hour in the southern zones, $1.10

During his absence, Woodin will 


accept no remuneration from the 
government. 
In tendering his unaccepted resig- 
nation, Woodin said he had at- 
tempted to stay away from his desk 
of late and so far as possible re- 
cuperate from his ailment.

He added, however .that he was 
unable to do this fully, and that 
since his physicains had ordered 
rest and a change of climate, he 
was submitting his resignation.

cries lor continued 


peace and a separate Franco-Ger- 
man non-aggression treaty, Premier 
Albert Sarraut told the chamber of 
deputies last night that he too 
sought peace. 


But. in the next breath of a stir- 
ring declaration of cabinet policy 
that won overwhelming support, he 
called attention to the great French 
army. 
"France," he declared, "has a 
moral, material and military force 
that forbids anyone to dictate to 
her." 


Policy Is Endorsed. 


Then he reiterated what Foreign 
Minister Joseph Paul-Boncour had 
told the chamber earlier. Any arms 
accord with Germany must be 
reached in the League of Nations. 
The response was electric. 
Bv a sweeping majority of 545 
to 11 the chamber endorsed this 
stand toward Germany. 
And its approval of Paul-Bon- 
cour's exposition of foreign policy 
generally was little less enthusiastic. 
The vote of confidence given the 
government on the basis of his 
speech was 394 to 144. 


"Any concrete proposition 
sub- 
mitted is certain to be examined bv 
us," the foreign minister said, "but 
all accords between Germany and 
us must be Teached In the league."

JURY CONVICTS 
KRESEL IN BANK 


FAILURE TRIAL 


Noted Lawyer Found 


Guilty in Bank of 
United States Case. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15-jyP)—Isador 


J. Kresel, the fiery little lawyer who 
in 1930 crusaded with Samuel Sea- 
bury against corruption in the 
magistrates courts, was convicted 
today of aiding and abetting in the 
misapplication of $2,000,000 in funds 
of an affiliate of the defunct Bank 
of United States. 
^ The eminent attorney — jhe has 
often been called one of New York's 
most talented criminal counsel-- 
was emotionless when shortly before 
7 o'clock this morning the Supreme 
court jury which for two months 
had heard testimony in the case re- 
turned its verdict. 
Just before the case was given to 
the jury at 
12:15 a. m., Judge 
George H. Taylor had delivered the 
longest charge ever heard in a New 
York court, nine hours being re- 
quired. Judge Taylor remained on 
his feet during the entire deliv- 
ery of the charge, an unusual pro- 
cedure in New York courts. 
Represented by Davis. 


Nine indictments originally were 
returned against Kresel in connec- 
tion with the failure of the Bank of 
United States. One was a charge 
of perjury or which he was ac- 
quitted. 


During the trial Kresel was rep- 
resented by John W. Davis, demo- 
cratic candidate for president in 
1924, while Alfred E. Smith, demo- 
cratic presidential candidate in 1928, 
headed a host of character wit- 
nesses. 


Kresel was a director and counsel 
for the Bank of United StaUs. Ber- 
nard K. Marcus, president of the 
bank, and Saul Singer, vice presi- 
dent, are serving sentences in Sing 
Sing prison following conviction on 
charges growing out of the bank's 
failure. 
Basis of Charge. 


One charge emphasized in the 
prosecution of Kresel was.that he, 
against the advice of the 
state 
banking department, advised Mar- 
cus and Singer to go ahead with 
the transaction which formed the 
basis of the indictment. 
Kresel's contention 
throughout 
the trial was that he had not been 
told of the loan on which the in- 
dictment was based, and that it 
was made without his approval. 
Immediate removal to the Tombs 


was avoided when the 
proecution 
agreed to continuance of Kresel's 
$100,000 bail.

EDWARD HURLEY 
DEAD IN CHICAGO 


Prominent Wartime Fig- 


ure and Business 
Leader Succumbs. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 15—(/P)—An Ul- 
ness that became critical only a few 
hours before he was removed to a 
hospital caused the death of Ed- 
ward N. Hurley, 69, one of the prom- 
inent men in the wartime history of 
the nation. 


Hurley died last evening and phy- 
sicians laid the cause to leukemia, a 
disease marked by the existence of 
an over-supply of white corpuscles 
in the blood, complicated by the sud- 
den development of pneumonia. He 
was stricken a few days ago after 
returning 
from Miami, Fla.. and 
Washington. 


Besides the fame he gained as the 
chairman of the United States ship- 
ping board during the World war, 
Mr Hurley was president of the ma- 
chine company bearing his 
name 


and served as co-receiver of the 
Middlewest Utilities Co. after

crash of the Insull utility empire. 
His interests also extended to the 


other lines of business and he held 
directorships in several automobile 
companies, utilities, railroads, trac- 
titon companies, steamship lines and 
banks. 


After the World war he was called 
to Paris and was made a member 
of the war council's committee on 
international labor legislation, and 
in 1924 was a member of the Amer- 
ican World was debt funding com- 
mission. In 1928 he went abroad as 
an ambassador of good will in the 
Interest of the world's fair.

There are counties in that section 
which have not had rainfall beyond bare sprinkles 
tor months. The grim fact is that nature is doing 
tier part to aid in the elimination of crop surpluses.

r WAS inevitable that sooner or later a formid- 


able reaction of public sentiment against Huey 


Long's political dynasty would develop in Louisiana. 
That sentiment was plainly manifested at the hear- 
ng before the senatorial investigating committee in 
New Orleans, involving the right of Long's protege, 
John H. Overton, to hold a seat in the United States 
enate. Quite evidently Huey has become persona 
non grata among the home folks, as well as else- 
where. 


His coarse tactics, the unscrupulous methods em- 


ployed by his machine to maintain itself in power, 
and the Long Island episode have combined to put 
the redoubtable Huey in bad with the people whom 
he is supposed to represent and speak for. If he had 
to go before them for re-election at this time, the 
chances are he would be badly beaten. Whether he 
can rebuild his fences sufficiently to win another 
term when his present one expires is decidedly un- 
certain. 


Probably the most serious mistake of all which 


Senator Long made was his break with the nation- 
al administration and his conduct in the special ses- 
sion last spring fighting the program asked for by 
President Roosevelt. He got beautifully trimmed at 
that time and cut himself off from the control of 
federal patronage in Louisiana, so that now he has 
nothing with which to reward his political followers 
and servitors. As a result, his prestige and influ- 
ence have been greatly weakened. 


The trouble with Huey seems to be that he at- 


tempted to employ on a national scale the same ruth- 
less and bulldozing practices by which he had built 
himself and his machine up at home. He was like 
the small town bully who, under the stimulation of 
a draught of hard liquor, took a position on the main 
corner and announced he could worst in physical 
combat any resident of the burg. When no one took 
up the challenge, he broadened it to include the 
whole county. That, too, failing to bring a response, 


^ finally proclaimed: 
"I can lick any man in the state." 
A robust outsider who happened to pass just at 


that time stopped and inquired just what the belli- 
gerent one meant. The latter repeated his statement 
and then they both went at it. When the fray was 
over, the local fighter had to be lifted and carried 
away for repairs. He was heard to whisper as they 
loaded him into a vehicle: 


"I guess I took In too much territory."

The fed- 
eral committee will also ask that 
u£he Social Welfare society permit 
Miss Lillle Norlin to continue as 
long as the federal committee wishes 
her services as acting director of 
the federal fund disribution activ- 
ities.

Stockmen, However, Are 


Hesitant Concerning 


Large Operations. 


Although the movement of feed- 


er cattle into Nebraska last month 
was slightly larger 
than a year 


ago, feeders are hesitant to increase 
operations above the small opera- 
tions a year ago in the face of re- 
cent losses. E. V. Jones, asslstan 
agricultural statistician, declare 
Wednesday. 


"The number of cattle on fee1 


in Nebraska November 1 was ap 
proximately 10 per cent below th 
small number on feed a year ago, 
Jones said. "The movement o 
cattle inspected through markets 
into Nebraska during October wa 
slightly larger than 
the 
number 


moved into the state during Octo 
her, 1932. This number, however 
was only slightly more than half o 
the movement during Octobe 
1931. 
The 
in-movement during 
July, Agust and September of thi 
year was much below the 
sami 


movement a year earlier," Jonei 
reported. 
The November 1 figuri 
represents a large decline from the 
average operations for this date, he 
said. Ample Feed and Grain. 
"Nebraska feeders," according tx 
Jones, "have sufficient grain anc 
feed to carry on larger operations 
than those undertaken to the pres- 
ent date. However, cattle feeders 
consider the spread between feeder 
cattle and fat 
cattle to be too 
small to insure satisfactory returns 
at the present price of corn and 
other feeds." 
Shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle from livestock markets into 
the cornbelt states in October were 
large relative to the very small 
shipments in the preceding three 
months and were considerably larg- 
er than the very small shipments 
in October, 1932, Jones pointed out. 
They were, however much below 
the average October shipments for 
the 1921-31 period and were the 
third smallest for the month in 
the fifteen years for which records 
are available.

Prices of 
stocker 
and 
feeder 
steers this fall are from 75 cents to 
$1 lower than last year and are at 
the lowest level in 25 years, Jones 
said. Corn and other feed grains 
and hay are considerably higher 
than a year ago, he said. If corn 
prices in the cornbelt states dur- 
ing the next 
four or five months 
continue at about the same spread 
above the year earlier than they 
were in October, the increased cost 
of corn for feeding will be about 
offset by the present decreased 
price of feeder cattle, Jones be- 
lieves.
